So good a Work was almoſt ſtifled in the Birth; ©? 
for the Plague, which then almoſt diſpeopled | 
London, and the dreadful Conflagration that laid it 
in Aſhes the Year following, it not-wholly cruſh'd, | 
yet ſuſpended for ſome time the Execution of this 3 
noble Defign. Theſe diſmal Times, notwith- I 
ſtanding, put not a ſtop to the main Wheel of
